DRY ENFORCEMENT 
WILL BE PRESSED 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Deaths Deplored and To 
Be Avoided If Possible, 
But There Will Be No 
Let-Up in Work.

ficers without means of self-defense. 
_ The senate turned to the diplomatic 
liquor situation today by adopting a 
resolution by Caraway, democrat, Ar- 
Kansas, calling upon Washington po- 
lice authorities for a list of diplo- 
mats who had been arrested or warned 
for driving’ while drunk. The request 
was the outgrowth of an episode in- 
volving a member of the Turkish em- 
nega staff.

The first step toward a proposed 
‘drastic reduction in the county pay- 
roll was taken Tuesday when the fi- 
hance committee of the board of com- 
missioners. at a meeting at the court 


house heard reports from the judges 
of the superior, city and municipal 
courts and other county officers’ after 
which the committee indicated it 
would recommend to the full commis- 
sion that from 15 to 20 bailiffs and 
sheriff's deputies and a like number 
of stenographers and clerks be drop- 
ped. 
The meeting was the first of a series 
of three during which Chairman Ed- 
ward H. Inman of the committee ex- 
pects to hear all county office holders 
and heads of various departments. 
The second meeting will be Thursday 
afternoon. 


Most of the stenographers and 
clerks, if dismissed, will be from the 
office of Tom C. Miller, clerk of the 
superior court. Some of them will be 
replaced while the work now being 
done by the majority will be accom- 
plished through the use of a photostat 
machine, which the county already 
owns but is using only for special 
work. Mr. Miller, who appeared be- 
fore the commission said that he would 
increase the use whee machine if so 
directed by the ecdimmission. He ex- 
plained that he was not doing so now 
because of opposition to photostat 
copies of legal papers which has been 
voiced from time to time by lawyers 
and other interested parties. 

All of the superior court judges, 
Judges Jesse M. Wood and Hugh M. 
Dorsey and Judge Luther Z. Rosser, 
of the municipal court were heard as 
well as Sheriff James I. Lowry. All 
of the deputies and some of the bail- 
iffs of the superior and city courts 
are on the sheriff's pay roll, which to- 
tals approximately 39,000 a month.

GENERAL FREEMAN 
CLAIMED BY DEAT 


Commander of Georgia 
Division of U. C. V. Was 
Youngest Soldier To En- 
list in War. 


General David B. Freeman, 77, a 
commander of the Georgia division .of 
the United Confederate Veterans, died 
late Tuesday afternoon at his home, 
759 Marietta place, following a brief 
illness, General Freeman recently had 
returned to his home from the Con- 
federate reunion in Charlotte, N. C., 
and for the past three days had suf- 
fered from heart trouble. Funeral ar- 
rangements will be announced later. 

General Freeman had the distinc- 
tion of being the youngest private in 
the War Between the States in the 
ranks of the Confederacy. He enlist- 
ed in the service at the age of 11 
and, being too young to shoulder a 
rifle, he was given the title of a 
“marker,” which meant that he was 
errand boy and general “handy boy” 
for the regiment. After serving in 
this capacity for 18 months he was 
enrolled in the Sixth Georgia cavalry, 
under General Wheeler, where he 
served throughout the war with 
honors. 

Upon being discharged, after the 
surrender at Appomattox, Va., he 
returned to Cedartown, where he 
operated a country weekly newspaper 
for approximately 10 years. He sold 
out his Cedartown interests and es- 
tablished a paper at Marietta, and 
operated that paper for 35 years, re- 
tiring from active business life about 
10 .years ago. During the past 10 
years he had made his home in At- 
lanta. He was a native of Ellijay. 

General Freeman was one of the 
best known and most active workers 
in the ranks of the veterans and had 
served as commapder of the Georgia 
division for the past four years. .He 
was re-elected commander at the con- 
vention last fall in Griffin, despite 
the fact that he was ill at his home 
and unable to be present. His pres- 
ent term would have expired this fall. 

He had written many articles for 
yearbooks and souvenirs of the Old 
Soldiers Home, one of his most inter- 
esting articles being carried in a year- 
book published last year. 

He is survived by two sons, Clifford 
A. Freeman, of Atlanta, and Robert 
Freeman? of Lakeland: a niece, Mrs. 
Annie Freeman Lacotts, of Little 
rr ning Ark., and several grandchil-

White Man, Negro 
leld in Servitude 
n Farm, Charge 


W. D. Arnold, Sr., Web- 
ster County Planter, In- 
dicted on Two Peonage 
Counts; $10,000 Bond. 


Macon. Ga., June 18.—(#)—W. D. 
Arnold, Sr., operator of a 15-horse 
farm in Webster county, is being held 
under bond of $10,000 in Americus, 
Ga., on a federal warrant charging 
peonage, while a white man and four 
negroes, alleged to be the peons, are 
being held in jail as material wit- 
nesses, it was learned here today. 

Although Arnold is charged only 
with holding in servitude the white 
man, Claude King, and a negro, John 
Vanover, three other negroes in the 
Clarke county jail are said to have 
worked on the Arnold farm. The 
three, Tuck Bronner, Jordan Haywood, 
and Joe Howard, will testify at an 
early trial, court officials here said. 
A special session of court in the Amer- 
icus division of the middle district 
probably will be held early in July, 
it was said. 

Arnold was indicted on the two 
charges by a federal grand jury in 
the Athens division of court two weeks 
ago. They were not made public un- 
til the arrest. For two weeks, it was 
said, Arnold had been in hiding. Late 
Monday afternoon Deputy U. S. 
Marshal E. C. Hinson went to the 
man’s home, near Plains, .Ga., and 
found him, it was reported. Arnold 
said he was ill, and had been forced 
to take to his bed. Bond was fixed 
at his residence. 

It was a month ago, according to 
Assistant U. S. Attorney A. KE. Smith 
here, that Vanover came to Macon 
with a Webster county officer and re- 
ported that he had been severely 
beaten by Arnold. The negro said it 
was only the “last time” he had been 
stripped and whipped. He said Arnold 
had threatened his life if he dared 
tell any one of the whipping, and the 
negro withheld the information even 
from his wife. Mr. Smith said the 
negro’s body indicated a severe lashing. 

One of the indictments charges Ar- 
nold with holding Vanover from De 
cember 25, last year. The other 
charges him with holding King from 
March 5, last year. 

The two indictments worded the 
same with the exception of dates and 
names, charge Arnold specifically with 
“unlawfully, wilfully, and knowingly 
holding (Clande King and John Vau- 
over) to a condition of peonage by 
force and arms and threats of bodily 
injury, and that the said Arnold did 
intimidate and compel the said (King 
and Vanover) against their will to 
perform manual labor on the said Ar- 
—s farm to work out an alleged 
debt.”

Dawes Would Have Pow- 
ers Join in Concerted 


Peace Move, Ending Un< 
productive Expense.

London, June 18.—(4)—Premier 
MacDonald, speaking from his retreat 
in Scotland, and Ambassador Dawes, 
addressing the Pilgrims’ dinner in 
London, tonight sounded simultaneous 
calls for world peace and concord with 
special reference to the relations be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. 

The British prime minister spoke in 
general terms of the historic meeting 
which he had with General Dawes en 
Sunday, declaring that its purpose 
was looking toward the hope that it 
might be instrumental in “preparing 
a board around which other nations 
might ultimately sit in co-operative 
friendship studying the.arts and ways 
of peace.” 

General Dawes dealt more specific- 
ally with the problem of naval reduc- 
tion, declaring that an early agree- 
ment on naval reduction by nations is 
of outstanding importance at the pres- 


‘ent time. 


_“My theme,” he said, “is what 
method of procedure had best be 
adopted to translate a policy of naval 
reduction into a fixed agreément be- 
tween the nations—a step so impor- 
tant to the peace of the world and 
the happiness hereafter of mankind.” 

After a long comparison of the 
work of the economic experts and 
statesmen in the reparations confer- 
ences with that of the naval experts 
and statesmen in disarmament confer- 
ences, Mr. Dawes concluded that upon 
the statesmen “lies the duty of peace- 


making, and in these negotiations he - 


must hold the initiative.” 

He declared that “economic and 
technical problems are one thing— 
governmental and political problems 
are another.” 

From naval experts Ambassador 
Dawes sought “a yardstick with which 
to determine the military value of 
individual ships. 

“T will say frankly that from a com- 
mission of naval experts meeting to- 
gether and called to evolve a final 
definition of the naval yardstick, I 
personally should expect a failure to 
agree. 

“The inevitable compromise be- 
tween these differing definitions 
which will be expressed in the final 
fixation of the technical yardstick 
should be made by a committee of

When I find you inviting 
the colored race into your homes, to 
associate with your wives and your 
daughters and when you encourage 
the colored people to call on and keep 
company with you and your family, I 
will realize that you have reached that 
sentiment that you have expressed to 
them about election — times. 


Have to Save Them. 


“In addition to this, I have had re- 
publiean members of congress say to 
me, ‘Why, you fellows down south 
have got to save us from this situa- 
tion,’ referring to the fact that the 
negroes were getting so strong im 
Chicago and other parts of the north 
that they were’ putting whites out of 
congress. 

“I said: ‘What situation?’ They re- 
plied: ‘From these negro congressmen 
we are getting in over here,’ and I 
said: ‘Save yourselves. You have been 
fishing for them all the while and get- 
ting nibbles.

statesmen of the nations, reinforced 
from the beginning by these expres- 
sions of abstract naval opinion, and 
able again to seek further naval ad- 
vice. 

“These statesmen should further be 
the ones to draw up for, the world the 
terms of the final agfeement upon 
naval reduction, which should _ be 
couched in those simple terms under- 
standable to the ordinary man on the 
street, which, while the pet aversion 
of the casuist, are the highest ex- 
pression of. true statesmanship. 


“The committee from the govern- 
ments which met at Geneva to agree 
upon naval disarmament was a mixec 
commission of statesmen and nava 
technicians, and in my judgment that 
was the reason for its failure.” 

The speech of Ambassador Dawes 
was as follows: 

“We are in a period when mankind, 
emerged from its greatest cataclysm— 
the World War—is lifting its eves 
from the darkness of the past toward 
the sunlight of international peace and 
tranquillity. It is the era of effort 
for world construction—moral and 
material. 


Kellogg Peace Treaty. 


“The ratification of the Kellogg 
peace treaty, which is the agreed 
upon expression of a world intention, 
has one of its first effects in a pro- 
nounced change in the form of inter- 
national discussion of the world’s 
peace, 

The closing of the discussion upon 
the form of the expression of the 
principle and the inception of the 
of the practical methods 
which, to make it effective, prove the 
existence of the general determination 
to make the treaty not a mere gesture, 


take- 


but a foundatio of an era of ‘peace | 


on earth and good will toward men.’ 

“The matter of first importance at 
the present time is that the friends 
of the world’s peace move unite to- 
ward that objective with a clear un- 
derstanding among themselves 
any effort which is not an united ef- 
fort is liable ta be ineffective and 
tend toward disintegration. 


“To avoid confusion and delay en- 
dangering their common objective, they 
now should not only unitedly consider 
what steps should be taken toward it, 
but the order in which those steps 
are to be taken, 

“The importance of an early acree- 
ment on naval reduction by nations 
is of outstanding importance at the 
present time and it would seem to 
be the next step to be taken toward 
world peace. 

“As to any other controverted ques- 
tions between any nations, or between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
their future peaceful settlement, eith- 
er way, will not be endangered by 
the cessation of an enormously expen- 
sive naval competition in progress dur- 
ing their discussion. 

Congress Has Acted. 

“Congress has already by law com- 
mitted the United States to an imme- 
(iate naval program involving over 
$250,000,000, giving, however, to the 
president the power to suspend it in 
the event of an international agree- 
ment for the limitation of naval arma- 
ment, 

“On May 31 Iast. the secretary of 
state of the United States said: ‘I 
have in My possession a memorandum 
from the director of the budget show-

Law of Human Nature. 


“But here we must keep in mind 
the law of human nature. In the 
case of a preliminary use of economic 
experts, their prime objection is a 
formula which will recognize the dom- 
inance of economic law, and tie suc- 
cess of a statesman in reaching the 
second objective of accommodating 
the expert formula to the political 
conditions in the respective countries, 
is something as much desired by the 
economic experts as by the siates- 
men themselves. 


“That later achievement only will 
crown with success the preliminary 
expert effort. This attitude has re- 
cently been twice demonstrated. So 
anxious was the first economic com- 
mittee of experts, the reparations com- 
mission in 1924, that their report 
should be the basis of a successful 
settlement that they were engaged 
continually during their work in ad- 
justing the form of their statement 
to the expected political repercussion. 


“It was their constant endeavor to 
frame their conclusions in such lan- 
guage as would make them easily un- 
derstood and be as inoffensive from 
a political standpoint as was possi- 
ble, this effert to adjust economic ne- 
cessity to political expediency led 
them to many collateral individual 
conferences for advice from Euro- 
pean statesmen during their work. 


“As a result, when the report of 
the first cofmittee of experts was 
delivered to the statesmen of the 
London conference, the latter found 
it unnecessary to change the plan but 
only to supplement it by collateral 
international agreements relating to 
it, making it politically acceptable to 
all the nations concerned, 


“And thus it was with the world- 
important report of the second com- 
mittee of experts just completed. It 
was their desire. to have a construc- 
tive outcome of their work as miufth 
because the work itself was a diplo- 
matic as well as an expert employ- 
ment. That led them to consult con- 
stantly with leading European states- 
men during their epoch-making labors. 

“This desire on the part of these 
economic committees accorded with 
the law of human nature. 


Law Runs Contrary. 


“But in the case of naval technical 
experts working for a formula for 
naval equality, the law of human na- 
ture runs contrary to such an atti- 
tude, 

“It would be vastly more difficult, 
other things being equal, for a mixed 
commission of navy technicians and 
statesmen to agree on a plan for na- 
val disarmament than for a mixed 
commission of economists and states- 
men to agree upon a reparations set- 
tlement, practically impossible as his- 
tory has shown the latter to be. 

“A naval expert is qualified to de- 
fine accurately the principles which 
should determine abstract naval 
equality. But the law of human na- 
ture decrees that his opinion is rela- 
tively not as safe in a prgoram which 
he formulates as a practical inter- 
pretation of these principles applied 
to a partial destruction of his own 
navy. 

“The proper pride of a naval offi- 
cer's life is his navy. His whole pro- 
fessional career impels him to think 
of a navy only in terms of victory. 

“He not only instinctively feels 


mt a problem involv- , 


but he is rightly taught to feel, that 


he must strive not for equal navies, 


but for a superior navy. 

“It is difficult for him to forget 
that with a superior navy, victory 
is probable—with an equal navy, 
doubtful; with an inferior navy, al- 
most hopeless. 


“Other things being equal, I fear 
no naval officer inherently favors 
equality, the naval officer has his 
duty to perform to his state, and it 
is primarily to secure it against at- 
tack. He therefore trusts to his ships 
and his armament. 


Duty of Statesman. 
“It is the duty of the statesman 
to remove from -his state the danger 
of attack. 


“Upon the latter primarily lies the 
duty of peacemaking, and in these ne- 
gotiations he must hold the initia- 
tive. He is the one to build up the 
new order and to start the new policy, 
guided as he goes by the advice of 
these competent and patriotic naval 
experts who serve him. 

“What differences there are in their 
respective duties can” be co-ordinated 
into a policy of statesmanship, and 
that alone is what I have in mind in 
what I now say. I have no knowledge 
of the qualifications and records of 
any naval officers heretefore engaged 
in these negotiations, or acquaintance 
with them. I am concerned only that 
the methods under which their work 
is to be done, whoever may do it. 
shall be adjusted with. the laws of 
human nature. 


“At the beginning of the work, the 
contribution of the naval experts to 
the problem should be a definition of 
abstract equality. It is certainly pos- 
sible to naval experts to arrive at a 
definition of the evaluation of the 
fighting strength of ships. Thus, for 
instance, one might find a yardstick 
with which to determine the military 
value of individual ships. These ships 
might differ in displacement, size of 
guns, age, speed and other characteris- 
tics, and yet such an agreed properly 
weighted value might be given to each 
of these different characteristics as 
to make it possible to compare, for 
example, the cruiser fleets or com- 
bined fleets of the two navies, and 
establish a parity between them. 

Will Net Invite Peril. 

“If the experts rise to a proper 
sense of their responsibility, the use 
by statesmen of their yardstick will 
not be one which will inivte from 
those extreme pacifists and extreme 
militarists who form the ‘lunatic 
fringe.’ 

“But again, in connection with the 
method of preparing the naval yard- 
stick, let us consider the law of hu- 
man nature. Should a commission 
composed of the representatives of 
each navy concerned meet to reach 
an agreement upon this yardstick. 
They would be asked tu agree upon 
something, the use of which will re- 
duce in number the idols of their 
hearts—the ships of their navies. I 
am casting no reflection here upon 
naval officers when speaking of the 
law of human nature which subcon- 
sciously influences actions of all man- 
kind, learned or ignorant, good or bad, 
rich or poor, skilled or unskilled, 
great or humble, old or young, of ev- 
ery race and nationality of the world. 

“IT have already spoken of the fal- 
libility and the lack of agreement of 
expert and economic opinion as exem- 
plified by the experience of the repa- 
rations negotiations. I will say frank- 
ly that from a commission of naval 
experts of the respective nations 
meeting together and called to evolve 


a. final definition of the. naval | 
stick, I personally should expect a 
failure to agree. It would seem that 
to adjust te human nature the method 
of arriving at naval reduction, each 
government might separately obtain 
from their respective naval experts 
their definition of the yardstick and 
then the inevitable compromise be- 
tween these differing definitions, 
which will be expressed in the final 
fixation of the technical yardstick, 
should be made by a committee of 
statesmen of the nations. reinforcea 
from the beginning by these separate 
ex ions of abstract technical naval 
opinion and able again to seek further 
advice if necessary before the final 
fixation. These statesment should fur- 
ther be the ones to draw up for the 
world the terms of the final agree- 
ment upon naval reduction which 
should couched in those simple 
terms understandable to the ordinary 
man on the street. which, while ‘the 
pet aversion of the casuiet, are the 
highest expression of true statesman- 
ship. That final agreement, cover- 
ing the quantitative dispositions, will 
go to the nations for approval or 
rejection. 

“Tf this should be the outcome, let 
those entrusted with the last draft of 
the conclusions of the last~conference 
be men born with the faculty of clear 
and concise statements, for that docu- 
ment must appeal to the composite 
will of the peoples of the nations, and 
in order to make a proper appeal it 
must be read generally and under- 
stood. There again we remember the 
operations of the law of human na- 
ture and we hope that in these men 
the temptation to show erudition will 
b: subordinated to writing that which, 
while. properly covering the cause, 
may be understood by their audience. 
A clear statement of the case, under- 
standable by all, should mean success. 


“And here let me anticipate possi- 
ble comments of those whom we have 
alwitys with us on both sides of the 
vecean—the social purveyors of the 
trivial in international discussion who 
talk so continually about ,good rela- 
tions and do so little to forward them. 
In all 1 have said tonight 1 ‘intend 
nothing in derogation of the absolute 
necessity for consideration and pre- 
sentation of the naval side of, this 
qaiestion by its ablest experts the 
world over, and, on the other hand, 
nuthing in derogation of the absolute 
necessity of bringing to the political 
side of it the highest qualities of 
statesmanship which the world can 
provide, but to properly solve the 
problem we must adopt the methods 
which bring the full weight of both 
of these classes of men to bear upon 
it without their unnecessary collisions 
during the first formulation period 
when they are properly concerned 
with two separate objectives. 

“Again, and also anticipating cer- 
tain comment, let me say that while 
it is the fashion of these sensational 
duys t» attribute to any statement of 
irritating fact by a public man some 
malevolent purpose toward  individ- 
unis, there is nothing of this in my 


mind. 
Reason for Failure. 

“The committee from the govern- 
ents which met at Geneva to agree 
upon naval disarmament was a mixed 
commission of statesmen and naval 
technicians, and in my judgment that 
was the reason for its failure. The 
method was adjusted to human rea- 
con, but not to human nature. We 
should not look upon the failure at 
Geneva in 1927 as the failure of indi-

“Their attitude upon this question 
—unmistakable—assumed as out of 
the realm of debate even by national- 
iscic demagogues of both countries— 
while decorated by reasons, is based 
under the providence of God upon 
fundamental human instincts and a 
co-mingling of the blood. 

“Under these circumstances, let us 
be hopeful for the cause of world 
peace and the progress of civiliza- 
tion; for in the joint hands of these 
English-speaking people rests not only 
their secure guaranty, but as well the 
are of the covenant of human free- 
dom.” 


MAC DONALD ADDRESS 
COKROBORATES DAWES. 


Lossiemouth, Scotland, June 18.— 
(/)—Premier MacDonald, making his 
anxiously-awaited speech with refer- 
ence to his recent talk with Ambassa- 
dor Dawes, tonight told the Lossie- 
mouth town council at a dinner in 
his honor’ that the meeting had been 
inspired by the hope that they might 
be instrumental “in preparing a board 
around which other nations might ulti- 
mately sit in co-uperative fellowship 
studying the arts and the ways of 
peace,” 

The prime minister told bis hosts 
what took place at Logie House Sun- 
day when he conferred with the newly- 
arrived American ambassador. His 
speech was as follows: 

“Be the merits or demerits of gov- 
ernment what they may, I can claim 
one which will net be disputed, we 
lost no time getting into harness. We, 
at any rate, take no easy complacent 
view of the needs of the nation. I 
have made it clear both before and 
during the election that I put our re- 
lations with the United States in the 
forefront in national concern. As re- 
gards them. we bave not let the grass 
grow under our feet. 

“General Dawes, the new ambassa- 
dor, has been good enough to take a 
long journey here to see me and have 
a talk with me about them. He saw 
some of the beauties of Morayshire. 
He heard some of its historical stories 
and I hope these were in part, at any 
rate, a recompense for his weariness 
of body. 

Mutual Views. 

“We found each other taking the 
same general views on world peace, 
the hands we clasped were not cold 
with official correctness, but warm 
with a friendship inspired by common 
enthusiasm for service in the cause of 
international good will and common 
sense. We did not meet to threaten 
other nations, to dominate other peo- 
ples, nor indeed did \7e meet to form 
alliances and pacts. We had no in- 
tention of presenting to the other na-

arms, 

“Symbolizing the openness of our - 
hearts and our purpose, the sun 
poured through the great windows of 
the room in which we sat; with if 
came the song of birds and the mu 
mur of the horn and I believe human 
eyes watched us as we sat talking and 
penning notes. — 

“As to the wide world purpose of 
what is known as the Anglo-American 
conversations, I hope that neither the 
large states nor the small ones will 
have any doubt that they are not ex- 
clusive—they are inclusive. The 
mighty republic across the Atlantic 
will enter into no European entangle- 
ments and alliances, but no one ought 
to expect that it will decline to serve 
the cause of peace and democracy. ~ 

“There are obstacles to be sur- 
mounted, differing interests to be 
reconciled, some historical inheri- 
tances to be soothed, rivalries, which 
are legitimate, to be confined to their 
proper channels, such considerations 
for instance as those mentioned by 
Mr. Churchill the other day to be 
studied and adjusted. That is the 
glorious task which the happy cen- 
versations, which the American am- 
bassador and I had together at Logie, 
opened up and 1 would pray the whole 
nation, irrespective of party, to share 
and help fully in our labors, to give 
us its confidence and to enable us to 
carry the work to a successful con- 
clusion.” 

NO GREAT ISSUES 
BETWEEN NATIONS. 


London, June 18.—(4)—Premier, 
Ranisay MacDonald, in a message 
read at the Pilgrims’ dinner here to- 
night, said there were no great is- 
sues standing between Britain and 
America, but only “neglected roads.” 

he two countries he compared to 
two men between whom lie neglected 
roads “with a slightly rough surface 
and some overgrowth, but who are 
determined to smooth them out.’’ 

“Moreover, we are placed in an ex- 
traordinary position in that our com- 
ing together in no way means we are 
leaving somebody else out. It is a 
great world impulse to get side by 
side which both America and, our- 
selves are feeling.” 

The message said that the two

J. P. Morgan and Company for a uni- 
fication of the eastern power systems 
moved another step forward today 
with the announcement of the merger 
of three upper New York state@rom- 
panies into a $600,000,000 corpora- 
tion. ' 
The new company, to be known as 
Niagara Hudson Power Corporation, 
will unite through an exchange of 
stock Buffalo, Niagara and Wastern 
Power  Cuvurporation, Northeastern 
Power Corporation and Mohawk Hud- 
son Power Corporation. 

The most important unit in the 
combine is the Buffalo, Niagara and 
Eastern Power Corporation with its 
valuable water power rights at Niagara 
Falls and in the Oswego and Salmon 
rivers. It has long been controlled by 
teh Schoellkopf interests, which, it 
is understood, will continue as ab 
important factor the new com- 
pany. 

This is the third public utility hold- 
ing corporation formed by the Mor-

Now, alas, 
almost every acute earache spells in- 
fection of the middle ear, from the 
nose or throat, by way of the eusta- 
chian tube, a complication or sequel 
of some nose or throat inflammation. 
I still believe vigorous open air exer- 
cie such as the correspondent suggests 
may be the best treatment for mild in- 
fections of this character, though I do 
not think the bath or rub down after 
the exercise is of any importance, and 
that may be left to the preference of 
the: individual. 

In the early stage of any severe in- 
fection, such as pneumonia, typhoid 
fever, influenza, such an effort might 
do great injury. The intelligent 
thing to do when one is coming down 
with a real illness, or when one even 
thinks such illness “threatens,” is to 
get into bed and stay there until a 
physician assures one it 1s safe to get 
up. Or if one is unwilling to have 
medical advice, then stay in bed until 
it is certain that the iilness is not 
developing. 

Clearly the attempt to “fight off a 
cold” is a gamble, and who can afford 
to gamble with health?

Customs Agents’ Leeway. 


Customs agents, however, have morc 
ee may shoot not only in 
self-defense but to prevent the commis- 
sion of a felony, which under the 
Jones law includes what formerly were 
minor infractions of the prohibition 
laws. Lowman, however, has urged 
caution and deliberation in the use of 
firearms upon all customs agents and 
has ordered them not to use shotguns 
and rifles but only service pistols. 

A new angle to the prohibition prob- 
lem was suggested by the situation in 
Wisconsin where a_ constitutional 
amendment has been proposed in the 
legislature which would authorize the 
state to engage in the liquor business. 
The author of the measure, State Sen- 
ator Gettleman, believes the states are 
exempt from the prohibition amend- 
ment and is seeking to submit the is- 
sue to the voters of Wisconsin through 
a referendum. 

Prohibition Commissioner Doran 
said the Wisconsin proposal was an 
idle gesture declaring that the supreme 
court decided in the Rhode Island 
case that the eighteenth amendment is 
binding on all legislatures, courts and 
citizens. This decision has been con- 
strued as preventing any state from 
setting aside the‘ eighteenth amend- 
ment. This view also was held at the 
department of justice. 

A new prohibition incident with in- 
ternational aspects developed when the 
chief of police of Sandwich, Ont., re- 
ported to the Ottawa government that 
an American coast guard boat had 
fired on a speed boat in Canadian 
waters which contained a woman pas- 
senger. One report was that the boat 
was chased a mile and a half, later re- 
fusing to halt at command.

State Com- 
missioner*of Agriculture Eugene Tal- 
madge, of McRae, headed a delegation 
representing the state of Georgia at 
the meeting, 

While emphasizing the need for 
greater import levies on: all agricul- 
tural commodities the meeting, called 
in preparation of final consideration 
of bill by the senate, singled out four 
southern items for special attention. 
These included (1) Jute and jute prod- 
ucts, (2) long staple cotton, (3) -veg- 
etable oils, and (4) Spanish moss or 
palm fiber. 

In addition to Commissioner Tal- 
madge the Georgia delegation at the 
meeting was composed of Will J. Ve- 
reen, of Moultrie, representing the 
state department of agriculture; J. H. 
Mills, of Atlanta, president of the 
Farmers Union of Georgia; A. Steve 
Nance, representing the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor, and T. N. Brown, 
of Swainsboro, member of the state 
legislature from Emanuel county. 

Previous to the meeting members of 
the state group conferred with Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, Senator W. J. 
Harris and the state congressional 
delegation, all of whom assured them 
of their co-operation in having the 
four specified items incorporated in 
the final bill. 

Commissioner Talmadge and most of 
the others left for Georgia tonight. 

Following is the resolution passed 
by the commissioners’ meeting: 

“Whereas, there has developed dur- 
ing recent years conditions of intense 
competition from abroad against our 
American-grown farm crops; there- 
fore, be it resolved by the conference 
of southern commissioners of agricul- 
ture and their authorized representa- 
tives and allied interests:

Washington, June 18.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Hoover today signed the census 
and reapportionment bill.

With a cash balance reduced to 
$46.02 June 1 and with the necessity 
of paying more than $27,000 this 
month for work of its 39 agencies of 
helpfulness and social service, the At- 
lanta Community Chest faces one of 
the greatest emergencies of its historz, 
according to a statement by Frank 
Miller, executive director, accompany- 
ing the monthly official audit by Ham 
Eidson & Co. 

Th® only source of relief, Mr. Miller 
pointed out, is in prompt payment of 
pledges by contributors, and these un- 
fortunately have been slower than 
usual this month. Colleccions from 
contributors to June 15, tne first half 
of this month, were only $4,627. 

The auditor's report showed receipts 
in May totaled $29,753.06, which in- 
cluded $15,000 borrowed money. Oth- 


er items of receipts were: 1927 sub-. 


scriptions, $18.75; 1928 subscriptions. 
$490.45; 1929 subscriptions, $14,211.- 
91; dividends on stocks donated, $15; 
expense refunds, $16.95. 

Disbursements included $27,515.82 
to member organizations ; $1,308.69 on 
Chest administration; $3.75 on ex- 
penses 1929 campaigr ; $576.66 on ex- 
penses of 1930 campuign; $151.35 in- 
terest on borrowed morey. This 
totaled $29,854.27, an excess of $101.- 
21 of expenses over receipts, in spite 
of an administration described by bus- 
iness men of the executive committee 
as the most economical possible. 

A summary of the cash balance 
showed an overdraft of $130.91 in the 
commercial account of the Chest, a 
credit of $76.93 in the savings ac- 
count, and $100 in the petty cash 
fund.

Meanwhile the two vic- 
tims of the cat's teeth were taking 
preventative treatment against possi- 
ble infection. Mrs. Wagnon was bit- 
ten. on the foot when she noticed the 
unusual behavior of the animal and 
tried to quiet it, and a household ser- 
vant, Anna Zeazy, was bitten on the 
finger.

Armies Reported Planning

Berlin, June 18.—(United News.)— 
An unconfirmed Telegraphen Union 
dispatch from Constantinople tonight 
said Leon Trotzky, exiled leader of 
the soviet red armies, will apply for 
permission to enter the United States. 


The dispatch asserted that Trotzky, 
who once lived in New York before 
his rise to power in bolshevik ranks, 
will ask the American Federation of 
Labor to support his application. 

The dispatch said that if the fed- 
eration obtains permission from the 
state department at Washington for 
Trotzky to enter the United States, 
the former red leader will formally 
apply to the United States consulate 
at Constantinople for a passport. 

Trotzky has made advances towards 
various European countries, including 
Germany, Sweden and Great Britain, 
in a futile effort to obtain permission 
to establish residence where he may 
write and have proper medical atten- 
tion. 

He was permitted to leave his place 
of exile in Siberia last winter and 
went immediately to Constantinople, 
where he has been since that time.

in the spring wheat region south of 
the Canadian line led to late upturns 
in Wheat values today. Besides, there 
Were persistent advices that parts of 
Alberta province, Canada, are yet bad- 
ly short of moisture, and that farm 
relief plans are already taking shape. 
Under such circumstances, offerings of 
wheat future delivery contracts here 
became scarce toward the last, and 
buyers were in a decided majority. 

Closing. quotations on wheat were 
strong, 10 to 1 3-8e above yesterday's 
finish. Corn closed 3-4c to le up, oats 
at 3-S8e decline to a shade advance, 
and provisions varying from 2c set- 
back to a rise of 17 cents. 

Highest prices of the day in wheat 
were reached just as dealings came to 
an end, The fact was evident that 
the pit had been drained of surplus 
offerings early. Commission houses 
were active buyers during price breaks 
which took effect at the outset of 
business and which resulted largely 
from news of further rains in Canada 
on top of yesterday's downpours. Un- 
Jooked for sharpness of declines in 
Liverpool quotations today tended also 
to promote early setbacks here, and 
so likewise did favorable European 
and domestic crop reports. 

Much late buying of wheat futures 
today, though, came about on account 
of gossip that plans for making farm 
relief effective with greater prompt- 
ness than was generally assumed 
would be the case have been authori- 
tatively outlined in advance. 

Unfavorable wheat threshing re- 
turns from parts of the southwest, 
principally Oklahoma, also were a 
subject of considerable notice near the 
end of the day. 

Corn and oats sympathized with the 
late strength of wheat. Rural sales 
of corn to arrive were small com- 
pared to what was looked for, and a 
good shipping demand here was in evi- 
dence. Reports were also heard that 
a large organization of growers has 
advised the holding back of corn at 
present prices.

This was expected to alle- 
viate the mid-year credit strain which 
has become decidedly involved this 
year through the calling for payment 
of more than a billion dollars in stock 
subscription “rights.” 

Call money held steady at 7 per 
cent all day, with a fair supply avail- 
able due to the heavy accumulation 
of funds here by large corporations in 
preparation for July 1 disbursements, 
but bankers look for a stiffening with- 
in the next day or two. Time money 
showed further relaxation, with all 
maturities available at 8 per cent. 
Widespread publicity was given to a 
statement by Arthur Reynolds, Chi- 
cago banker, that a relaxation of the 
federal reserve board’s: credit policy 
was likely in order to facilitate the 
movement and storage of crops.

Corn Prices Declining. 


When we want to emphasize the 
colossal size of the American eco- 
nomic system we instinctively use for 
an illustration a giant industry lkke 
steel, whose production amounts to 
nearly fifty million tons a year. 

How many of us stop to consider 
that some of the products of agri- 


culture bulk even larger? Last year’s 
corn crop weighed twice as much as 
the production of steel ingots! In 


contrast with the small patches on 
which Indian squaws raised a few ears 
several centuries ago, the land devoted 
to this grain will total about a hun- 
dred million acres this year. 

Weather conditions from now on 
control the final yield, so the only 
thing that can be said this early is 
that on average yield @}e crop in 1929 
will be about as large as in 1928. With 
a greater carry-over, the total supply 
for the new season will be slightly 
larger than last season. 

_ This supply has been exceeded many 
times, but the livestock population 
has been materially reduced. Horses 
and mules on farms (which consume 
about a sixth of the supply) show a 
decline of more than 20 per cent in 
number in the last eight years; cattle 
(which take nearly a fifth) shows a 
decline of 15 per cent, ‘ ? 

But the hog is the champion corn 


dominated by the varying fortunes of 
the hog raiser. Relatively unprofit- 
able prices for hogs since 1 

duced the livestock man to breed few- 
er pigs, and sows were marketed free- 
ly. With a smaller number of animals 
to be fed, demand for corn is reduced, 
and the trend of prices is downward 
as long as prospective supply remains 
as large as indicated above. 

Later, probably in 1930, a reversal 
will be brought about by present con- 
ditions. Hog pri¢es are rising be- 
eause of the diminished number avail- 
able for market, and low corn prices 
make feeding more profitable. The 
effect will be to stimulate breeding 
again, until pigs become nummerous 
enough to tax the feed supply, thus 
forcing corn prices upward. 


A spurt in April wholesale trade 
brought this lagging field a little 
more in line with the high rate of 
activity that prevails generally.

‘DE PRIEST’ INCIDENT 


Concurrent Resolution Pass- 
ed Rebuking Wife of Presi- 
dent Hoover. 


Austin, Texas, June 18.—(4)—The 
Texas house of representatives today 
adopted the senate concurrent resolu- 
tion rebuking Mrs. Herbert Hoover 
for receiving a negro congressman's 
wife at a White House tea.
